PorTLAND, Oregon, July 5.—Fora Fourth of 
July cclebration yesterday Portland undertook 
an enecessfully carried out an unprecedented 
feat in the Way of fireworks.

The illuminating agent was one 
hundred pounds of ordinary red fire. The task 
gas accomplished by William G. Steel, a local 
explorer of some note, assisted by Nelson W ; 
Durham, of the staff of the Oregonian,and five 
others. The party left here on Friday morning 
tast and camped Saturday night at the snow 
kine 
From there to the summit, the journey was 
nade on foot over soft snow, in some places, 
spd hard ice in others, where steps had to be 
gat with hatchets and two dangerous crevasses 
crossed. Besides, five of the party had to carry 
twenty pounds of red fire each in addition to 
their blankets. The arrangement when they 
jeft here was for two of the party to remain on 
the summit all night in orderto touch off the 
fre. This, of course, they must have done, 
and ii is the first time that a human being has 
spent the night on the summit ofthe moun- 
tain. The illumination was also seen in eas- 
tern Oregon at a distance of seventy-five miles. 
The party will begin the descent of the moun- 
tain this morning. 
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CASUALTIES OF THF FOURTH. 


The Loy Pistol Gets In Its Work-—Other 
Accidents. 

WASHINGTON, July 5.—Telegrams bring a 
remarkable list of casualties yesterday and to- 
jay, resulting from the celebration of the 
fourth of July, heat and lightning. 

At Columbus, Ohio, three boys rigged up a 
rannon made of a gas pipe, loaded it with ten 
drachms of powder and fired it off. The 
weapon tore from its fastenings and struck 
Elisha Meacham, a delegate in the Knights of 
Labor parade, tearing through his mouth and 
producing almost instant death. 

At Chicago, among the minor casualties, it 
is noted that three small boys and four young 
men received fatal injuries from the explosion 
of small cannons and the accidental firing of 
revolvers. Besides these there is an endless 
list of casualties, not immediately fatal, a 
great many small boys suffering from wounds 
jntlicted by the famous ‘‘toy’”’ pistol. These, 
the physicians say, are liable sooner or later to 
pro tal. 

The firemen had an extremely busy 

time, there*being forty alarms of fire from 
9 o'clock in the morning to midnight. No great 
damave was done by any of the blazes. 
@At Watertown, N. Y., fa portion of a fourth 
of July fire works display, which had been 
placed in position for{firing, accidentally be- 
came ignited by sparks from a rocket anda 
big explosion followed. Four men on the 
stand at the time were injured either by fall- 
ing from the stand or being hit by the explo- 
gives. All will probably recover. 

At Susquehanna, Pa., St. John’s Catholic 
church held apicnic yesterday, at Beebe’s 
park. Animmense crewd assembled in the 
afternoon to witness a game of ball between 
the Crickets and Hancocks. Before the game 
commenced a large number of boys crawled to 
the roof ofthe dining hall, when it suddenly 
collapsed, burying those on the roof and those 
juside in the debris. The ruins were promptly 
removed, bringing forth a large number of per- 
sons seriously injured. Nobody was killed, 
but nine persons received.serious injuries from 
Which several deaths are likely to result. 

Twe murders occurred at Sunbury, Pa., and 
gyoung lady was killed at the railroad station 
aiMiltou, Pa., whither she had gone to meet 
some of the returning excursionists. 

At Wheeler, Mich., a cannon burst, killing 
Mr. Mills and sericusly injuring several others. 

At a picnic near Louisville, Ky., yesterdaya 
party of picnicers took refuge froma sudden 
thunder shower under a huge sycamore tree. 
The tree was struck by lightning and two boys, 
aged about seventeen years each, were instant- 
iy killed. Several other persons under and in 
the vicinity of the tree were knocked down 
and for atime paralyzed. Nene, however, 
Were seriously injured. 

At Nashville, Mo., two brothers named Bass 
were killed by lightning yesterday. Two wo- 
men and achild were also severely shocked— 
ONE pi rhaps fatally. 

Ai New York, an eleven-year-old boy did 
not heed a demand to stop burning crackers in 
front of John Flynn’s liquor saloon and Flynn 
shot at him threetimes. One of the shots 
broke the boy’s right leg in such a manner that 
he is not expected to survive. 

Mortality in New York from the hot weath- 
er begins to excite alarm. Yesterday 200 per- 
Sons died and today the deaths have been 208 
fo nunber, 

In Chicago, John Feitsbonner stabbed John 
Orkner, Sunday night. Orkner died from the 
Wound this morning, and Feitsbonner realiz- 
ing that his discovery was only a question of a 
few hours, committed suicide by shooting 
himself on the street this morning.

by the treasury department, leaving $4,204,-

$294.019,950, so that there is still outstanding

this month exceed the receipts by over nine 
millions, aud there is every indication that 
this excess will be maintained if not increased 
throughout the month. It is maintained at 
the treasury department that large expendi- 
tures to be made between now and Septem- 
ber 1, will reduce thetreasury surplus to about 
$56,000,000 by the last named date. 


A VISIT TO MR. DAVIS. 


The Continental Guards, of New Orleans, 
Picnic to Beauvoir. 

New OrteAns, July 5.—The Continental 
Guards, of this city, went on a picnic to Beau- 
voir, Miss., yesterday, and in a body called on 
Mr. Jefferson Davis. Captain Downs made an 
address. After referring to the day we cele- 
brate, he said: 

I mention the fact that our membership is com- 
posed of wearers of the gray and of the blue to con- 
vey the idea that all past bitterness is buried again. 
Thanking you on behalf of our members and ladies 
accompanying us, I would add that it is our inten- 
tion to picnic in your neighborhood, and that we 
would be pleased to have yourselfand family join us. 

Mr. Davis replied in words to the following 
effect: 

The day is one which is full of memories very 
Your uniform carries the mind back to 
the time when oar fathers fought for the great prin- 
ciples set forth in the declaration of independence, 
the equality of men and the right of people to gov- 
ern themseives. In other words, for the principle 
that all powers of government depend on the con- 
sent of the governed. Those principles our fathers 
maintained. Yours is a uniform that carries us 
back totimes when our people made sacrifices of 
blood and treasure for a cause that was dear to 
them. My father bore arms in that war and my 
wife’s grandfather was also a soldier of the revolu- 
tion. 

Your uniform is, therefore, dear to the hearts of 
bothofus. Wemay not dwell on the subject, yet 
we cannot avoid reminding ourselves that you, the 
men of this generation, through four. year’s strife 
and sacrifice of blood and treasure, sought to main- 
tain the great principles of the declaration of inde- 
pendence and the constitution of the United States. 
As your captain hasjustly said, those things belong 
to the past. Ido not seek to revive them beyond 
pointing out that you fought for the rignt, and let 
your children remember that their fathers were 
neither rebels nor traitors. 

In conclusion, Mr. Davis thanked the Conti- 
nentals for their visit, and remarked that Mrs. 
Davis, although herself unwell, bad risen from 
her couch to receive them and to show her ap- 
preciation of the honor.

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MORMON LEGISLATION. 


The Endeavor of the Convention to Framea 
Constitution. 


Sart LAKe City, July 5.—The most impor- 
tant step yet taken in the Mormon counstitu- 
tional convention was made this morning,when 
the appropriate committee reported the fol- 
lowing sections: 

Article 14, section. 12. Bigamy and polygamy be- 
ing considered incompatible with a republican form 
of government, each of them is hereby forbidden 
and declarel a misdemeanor. Any person who 
shall yiclate this section shall, on conviction there- 
of, be punished by a fine of not more than $1,6v0, 
and by imprisonment for a term of not less 
than six months or more than three years-in the 
diseretion of the court. This section shall be con- 
Strued as operative without the aid of legislation 
and offenses prohibited by this section shall not be 
barred by any statute of limitation within three 
years after the comunission of offense nor the pres 
of pardon extend there until such pardon shall haye 
been approved by the president of the United States. 

A proviso to article 160n the amendments 
provided that section 12 of article 15 shall not 
be amended, revised or in any way. changed 


until any amendment, revision or change as: 


provided there shall, in addition to the require- 
ments of the provisions of this article, be re- 
ported to the congress of the United States, 
and shall be by congress approved and ratified, 
and sueh approval and ratification be_ pro- 
claimed by the president of the United States;

A TERRI BLE REVENGE. 


The Act of a Demon in Claren- 
don, Pennsylvania. 


THE WHOLE PLACE BURNED TO ASHES 


The Threat of a Hotel Landlord Carried 


Iuto Execution—Paursuit and Cap- 
ture of the Scoundrel. 


_ Erie, Pa., July 5.—The town of Clarendon, 
in the upper oil country, and on the Phila- 
delphia and Erie railroad, was almost 
wiped out by a conflagration last night. Over 
100 business houses and dwellings, including 
Weaver’s hotel, Logan’s hotel and the postof- 
fice, were consumed before 1 o'clock this 
morning, and the flames are still spreading. 
The town has no fire department, and the peo- 
ple are compelled to fight the fiames with 
buckets of water. The conflagration started 
at 11:30 o’clock last night in Weaver’s hotel, in 
the middle of town, and in an old mill on the 
outskirts. It originated from the careless use 
of fireworks and reached the oil tanks, and the 
destruction of the town was speedily 
wrought. John Stewart was 
in the bursting of a tank and _ was 
cremated. It is feared that many have shared 
a similar fate. All the business part of the 
town was destroyed; and at 1 o’clock this 
morning Henry’s hotel and the Philadelphia 
and Erie railroad depot were burning. he 
buildings being of pine and hemlock, burned 
like tinder. The greatest excitement prevails. 
The valley is full of fire and seething oil, and 
the people, becoming panic stricken, fled to the 
hillsides for safety. No estimate can ‘be put 
upon the loss, but there is every reason to be- 
lieve that it will reach half a million. There 
is but little insurance. 

The area burned over is about twenty acres. 
The value of buildings destroyed is $350,000, 
roughly estimated, while the insurance is 
small. It is estimated that 1,100 people are 
homeless tonight. It is now well established 
that the fire was of incendiary origin. 

Public rumor at Clarendon says that two 
weeks ago, when liquor licenses were refused 
to all applicants in Warren county, Mahoney, 
proprietor of the Weaver hotel, threatened to 
fire the town if the decision of the court was 
not reversed in two weeks. This morn- 
ing, after the fire burned out, the citizens 
looked about for Mahoney, for one of the fires 
started in hisroom inthe hotel, but he was 
not to be found. A warrant charging him 


with arson was sworn out, and searching par- | 


ties scoured the surrounding country to appre- 
hend him. He was found hiding in the woods 
six miles from Clarendon, and, because lynch- 
ing was feared, he was takento Warren jail. 
A charred skeleton was found in one of the 
rooms of the hotel, and it is supposed to be 
that of a hackdriver named Sullivan, who is 
missing. Hewas seen about the hotel early 
in the evening drunk.

CoLtumeBus, Ohio, July 5.—The state conven- 
tion of the union labor party this morning 
nominated the following ticket by acclama- 
tion, except member of board of public works:

syndicates of speculators and gamblers, to 
whom every productive industry in the land 
is compelled to pay tribute. 

Laws are enacted in the special interest of 
combinations of aggregated wealth to the det- 
riment of both producers and consumers. It 
demands that the laws against the employ- 
ment of bribery, force or intimidation to Se- 
cure nominations or elections to public office 
be rigidly enforced and that free drinks of 
liquor at saloons shall be declared bribery by 
statute. That all banks shall be required to 
give security to the state for the amount of 
their deposits. Speculation in the necessaries 
of life, cornering the market and dealing on 
margins and futures are ruinous to legitimate 
business and highly demoralizing, and we de- 
nounce the courts of Ohio for failing to en- 
force laws declaring such acts criminal of- 
fenses. That all discriminations by employers 
against lawful associations of employes to se- 
cure their rights, violates the constitutional 
rights of the citizen and shall be declared a 
felony. 

The convention concluded its business and 
adjourned at noon.

New Orleans has been 
strong on bear stock, and the recent rains in 
the northern belt, as it is termed, of the states 
of Tennessee and Arkansas, together with the 
new cotton near at hand, seem to have knocked 
the bull schemers higher than a kite. The 
panic on cotton will be a somewhat natural se- 
quel to those which occurred in railroad secu- 
rities, wheat and coffee. 


STABBED WITH A FOUR-INCH DIRK. 


A Small Negro Murders a White Man in 
Augusta. 

Aveusta, Ga., July 5.—[Special.]—One of 
the most peculiar murders known to the annals 
of crime was commiited here today. A twelve- 
year-old negro boy stabbed and killed a white 
man of double hisage. The murdered man, 
Milo Thomas by name, who has for some time 
been brakeman on the Central railroad, was 
standing in front of William Moore’s store, 
near the depot, when a small negro 
boy, Charles Lackley, walked up 
aud held a - cigarette picture, 
exclaiming: i this a dandy, 
Mr. Thomas.’’ Thomas knew the litile negro 
well, and in order to tease him jerked the 
victure from his hand. The boy commenced 
crying when he refused to give it up, and 
cursed Thomas. For this Thomas caught him 
in the collar and slapped him two or three 
times, at the time not suspecting that such a 
small boy was armed, but he was mistaken, 
for while not noticing the boy’s hand, he 
drew from a k a@ spring back 
dirk, with } four inches 
long, and Thomas in 
the jleft breast, piercing the artery leading 
to the heart, which caused death almostin- 
stantly. The boy ran, but was caught and 
jailed. He is not exceeding four feet in height, 
and it isa mystery how he succeeded in doing 
his deadly work before discovered by Thomas. 
The coroner’s jury held and inquest this dTter- 
noon, and returned a verdict of murder. 
Thomas was well connected here.

T. Turner, the wealthy proprietor of Valley

of $150, was arrested yesterday afternoon at 
Tryon, N.C., by the Fisher brothers, form- 
erly noted moonshiners. They did not know 
Turner by sight, but he was pointed out to 
them by a railroad man. Ths murderer made 
no attempt to resist arrest when told by 
the Fishers that they were officers of the 
law, but said he had determine.| to resist arrest 
by a mob, having heard thatthe Knights of 
Labor had organized a mobto capture and 
lynch him. Turner was armed to the teeth, 
but consented to go back to Spartanburg across 
the state line without requisition. The captors 
with their prisoner, arrived at Spartanburg at 
two o'clock this afternoon, and the §sheriff, 
with a posse, met them atthe depot, and at 
once lodged Turner in jail.

The mass meeting of the fourth ward citizens 
last night at Grace church, on the Boulevard, 
was largely attended, every section of the 
ward being represented.

leckley. ©. J.~—1. When money awaiting 
the result of litigation is in the possession of a 
receiver at the place of permanent custody, and 
he has no further duty in respect to it but that 
of preservation, it is already in court, the re- 
ceiver being the hand of the court to hold it; 
and he cannot pay it out, or part with his 
actual custody of it by depositing it in bank or 
otherwise, save at his own risk, without some 
order, leave or direction authorizing him so to 
dispose of it. He is for the court that ap- 
yointed him as much a final custodian as is the 
yank of England for the court of chancery, 
His poundage or commissions are compensation 
for his risk, which is that of an official bailee 
for reward; and while he may not be bound for 
more than ordinary diligence, his diligence is 
to be exercised in keeping the money, not in 
putting it out on deposit, either general or 
special. A general deposit in bank is a loan, 
and that the loan was made in good faith and 
entered to his credit in bank as receiver, will 
not avail him. Though without any moral 
fault, or any legal fault but that of parting 
with the money, he is liable to make good the 
loss resulting from his banker’s insolvency. 

2. The case of Morgan vs. Hardee, 71 Ga., 
736, is no adjudication by this court that a re- 
ceiver has a right to substitute the goed credit 
of a banker for his own responsibility as-ulti- 
mate custodian. To rule, .as that case does, 
that there was no such material error of law as 
to require a new trial, is not to rule that there 
was no error of law committed by the court be- 
low, but rather that under the special facts it 
was unnecessary to probe the alleged errors to 
the bottom.

Macon, Ga., July 5.—[Special.]—This morn- 
ing your correspondent made an extended tour 
of the swamp lands east of the river. From 
the summit of the large mound in Mr. R. J. 
Reddy’s field a fine prospect is visible. As far 
as the eye can reach on the Napier plantations, 
Reddy’s, Suber’s, Patterson’s and Mansfield’s 
farms, there are broad fields of corn and cot- 
ton growing in rank luxuriance. Unless there 
occurs an overtiow, these lands will yield un- 
precedented crops. 

Mr. Reddy has the most unique melon patch 
around Macon, or in middle Georgia. The big 
mound is probably 100 yards across at the base, 
and over fifty at the top, where there is three- 
quarters of an acre of nice level land, as rich 
as river bottom. 

There is but one path to the summit, the 
sidesSbeing as steep as a potato hill. Every- 
thing that is grown up there has to be carried 
down in basket or bag, as no vehicle can climb 
the steep ascent of fifty feet and upwards. Mr. 
Reddy sowed it downin oats, of which he 
raised a fine crop, and afterwards planted it in 
melons. All around the top a deep moat was 
dug during the war, when Stoneman menaced 
Macon. This effectually protects the melon 
patch from the depredations of thieves, except 
on the side up which the zigzag path treads, 
and here it is protected by Mr. Churchill, who 
lives in acabin at the base of the mound, and 
keeps half a dozen watchful dogs. The quality 
of melons grown here was well illustrated by 
sampling a big red-meated one from the patch 
on the summit of an adjoining mound, which 
is not so high nor so extensive.

The existing vacancy in the supreme 

court of the United States and the recogniz- 
ed fact that some southern man will be ap- 
pointed to fill it have given prominence to 
one peculiar feature of the Confederate 
States government. 
' ‘There was no supreme court of the con- 
federacy. Soon after the confederate con- 
gress was organized a bill for the establish- 
ment of sucha tribunal was brought for- 
‘ward and passed the house of representa- 
tives. When it wenttothe senate it was 
vigorously attacked by the extreme states 
Fights men in that body, led by the brilliant 
William L. Yancey, of Alabama. 

Yancey is credited with having killed the 
bill by an eloquent speech in which he de- 
mounced itas a step toward centralized 
power. He and those who stood with him 
thought that any general judiciary system 
would bea menace tothe absolute state 
sovereignty which was their darling idea. It 
is hard to appreciate the reasons which ied 
these men to such extremes. Asit turned 
out there was really very little need for a 
general judiciary system in the confederacy, 
for during its brief and stormy career the 
clash of arms almost silenced the civil laws 
and none of the courts had much to do. 
But the idea of constructing a government 
which aspired to permanency without some 
provision for a general judiciary system 
seems very strange. Had the confederacy 
succeeded it is certain that there would 
have been frequent litigation among the 
citizens of its eleven states, if not among 
the states themselves. There would have 

- been no appeal in such cases except to local 
tribunals with all their natural prejudices 
and the exact administration of justice 
would have been impossible. The demon- 
stration of this fact would have inevitably 
Jed to a reversal of the early policy of the 

“experimental government. As it was, how- 
ever, the confederacy needed no supreme 
courtand its refusal to establishone was 
consistent with the theory of its governinent.

BALTIMORE, Md., July 5.—Sam Jones is 
here again, and his presence shows what an effect 
an admission fee has on the public. When Jones 
held evangelical meetings here a year ago, his au- 
diences were tremendous, People went hours ahead 
in order to get seats. The assemblies often aggre- 
gated 5,000 and 6,000 people and more than 2,000 
were turned away ata time. There were hundreds 
of converts, and the meetings were an enormous 
success in every way.

Last 
night Sam Jones returned. He gave alecture to 
which fifty cents admission was charged. When 
the Reverend Sam walked out on the stage he was 
probably the most astonished man in the country.

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How Captain Langsford Was Killed by a 
fw Fish. 
From the Washington Star, July 2, 

A bulletin of the United States Fish com- 
mission just issned gives the following account, as 
deseribed in a letter to Professor Baird, of the kill- 
ing ot a man by a sword-fish: 

“The schooner Venus isa small vessel of about 
twelve tous, owned and commanded by Franklin 
D. Langsford, of Lanesville, Mass., with a crew of 
three men, engaged in the general fisheries off the 
coast of Massachusetts. On Monday morning, At- 
gust 9, Captain Langsford sailed from home in pur- 
suit of sword-fish, . About 11 o’elock in the morning, 
when eight miles northeast from Halibut 
Point, in Ipswich bay, 

The captain, with one 

dery, gave chase, and soon b 

throwing overa buoy with a line attached to the 
harpoon, after which the fish was left and they re- 
turned to the vessel for dinner. About an hour 
later the captain, with one man, again took his 
dory and went out tosecure the fish. Picking up 
the buoy, Captain Langsford took hold of the line, 
pulling his boat toward the swordfish, which was 
quite large and not badly wounded. The line was 
taut as the boat slowly neared the fish, which the 
captain intended to lance and thus kifit. When 
near the fish, but too far away to reach it with the 
lance, it quickly turned and rushed at and under 
the boat, thrusting its sword up through the bottom 
of the boat twenty-three inches. As the fish turned 
and rushed toward the boat the line was suddenly 
slacked, causing the captain to fall over on his 
back; and while he was in the act of rising the 
sword came piercing through the boat and into 
his body. At this time another swordfish 
was in sight near by, and the captain, excited and 
anxious to secure both, raised himself up, 
not knowing that he was wounded, Seeing the 
sword, he seized it, exclaiming, ‘We’ve got him, 
anyway!” Helayin the bottom of the dory, hold- 
ing fast to the sword until his vessel came‘alongside, 
while the fish, being under the boat, could not be 
reached. Soon the captain said, ‘I think I am burt, 
and quite badly.’ When the vessel arrived he went 
on board, took a few steps, and fell, never rising 
again. The boat and fish were soon hoisted on 
board, when the sword was chopped off to free the 
boat, and the fish was killed on the deck of the ves- 
sel. The fish weighed 245 pounds after its head and 
tail were cut off and the viscera removed; when 
alive it weighed something over 300 pounds. Cap- 
tain Langsford survived theinjury about three days, 
dying on Thursday, August 12th of peritonitis. The 
sword has been deposited in the United States Na- 
tional museum.”

TWO MONTHS’ CONTINUOUS TREMBLES 


tion Seems Disposed to Stay 
Long as Possible. 


Bu Paso, Tex., July 5—Two months 
occurred the first recorded earthquake jn thé’ 
southern part of the United States ang 
northern part of Mexico, and shocks hard 
been felt at intervals ever since. Rumors 
descriptions more “or less accurate have 
received from time totime from Bavispe, af 
town in the Mexiean state of os 
miles southwest from FE] Paso, showing tha¢ 
the disturbance thereabouts was perhaps the 
most serious of any. But no detailed States 
ment froman eye-witness has been received 
here till the arrival today of J. J. Deaver one 
of the owners of the only mine which is being 
worked in this region. Mr. Deaver Bays: 

“From May 3 to June 25, when I left Ba- 
vispe, there were at least three hundred shocks, 
I arrived at Bavispe May 4, and , 
explored all points of the country south and 
east of Bavispe for sixty miles. I have failed 
to find any traces of the reported volcano. I 
found signs of very heavy shocks twenty-five 
miles south of the town of Huachinera,which 
is thirty miles southeast of Bavispe. A smalt 
mountain about seven hundred feet high wag 
split clean in two and one side thrown d 
while the other remains standing. Fissures 4 
foot orso wide and hundreds of feet lon 
were opened up in great numbers al! through 

this region. 

“The greatest disturbance seéms to hayg 
been along the great mineral belt about siz 
miles west of Huachinera. The mountaing 
west of Bavispe have undergone a great 
Change. It has been facetiously observed thag 
the mountains had a*quadrille and c 
partners. When the treat upheaval occurred 
the mountains moved upand down like greag 
billows on the sea. One range would drop 
down behind another and then rise up againy 
During the first shock fflames shot up from 
the mountains and set all vegetation on fire, 
but the fiery outburst soon gave place to mad 
and water. Many new springs broke forth, 
and in general the amount of water has becn 
increased one-half. 

“The town of Bavispe may be said to have 
been totally destroyed. It was the*first shock 
ever known there. Of the 800 inhabitants,’ 
thirty-eight were killed outright, four died 
soon afterwards and about 160 were more or 
less seriously injured, making a total of 20 
persons, or one-fourth of the population killed, 
.or injured. Previous to the earthquake nearly 
every building in the town was constructed of 
adobes or Mexican unburned bricks. Since 
the shocks began, however, the people have 
moved from the old town site, and are builds 
ing a new town on a little table-land not far 
from the old site, and they build nothing but 
brush and picket houses, being afraid to live 
in dweilings constructed of heavy material. 

“The shocks continue almost daily. On 
June 25, the day I left there, two shocks oc 
curred, onc heavy enough to crack walls and 
knock down plaster. But the people show 
no intention of moving away.”’

THE LOCAL LEGISLATION 


Which Engages the Attention of the City 
Council of Macon. 

Macon, Ga., July 5.—[Special.]—Tonight 
before the council], Architect D. B. Woodruff exhib- 
ited plans and drawings of the new market house. 
The complete picture represents a brick building, 
186 feet in len&th, fifty feet in breadth, walis of 
brick twenty-four feet high, main entrances at eith- 
erend and midway either side. Towers over the 
east or Second street entrance and* north entrance. 
Ten large windows on either side, and 
two at either end. Vaulted roof, venti- 
lated with eight hooded windows, The south half, 
ninety-three feet, has a basement under it, with two 
entrances from the east end. It is to be located mid- 
way on Poplar, an equal distance from First and 
Second Streets. The plan is very handsome, and 
the builing is to cost within $20,000, the appropria- 
tion voted by the city. The street is 150 feet wide, 
and a fifty-foot roadway will be left on either side. 
The distance from First to Second is 430 feet, so 
that either end will be 122 feet from the cross streets, 
The Second Street car line will run within 150 and 
the belt line within 200 feet. by either side of the 
building. Parks are to be planted from Second and 
from First to the respective entrances of the stract- 
ure, adding much to the beauty of it.

And Brought to Light by Police 
: and Detectives. 


A CANDY MERCHANT LOSES $200.00. 


A Burglar Robs John Lagamarsino—A 
Chicken Coop Robbed—A Pair 
of Warrants, 


John Lagomarsino, the confectioner, has 
been robbed of $200 in, money, and the police 
department is making strenuous efforts to re- 
cover the money and capture the thief. 

The money was taken from the Whitehall 
street store. 

The robbery occurred Monday night, but has 
been successfully pocketed by the detectives 
until yesterday. Monday was Mr. Lago 
marsino’s rent day, and during the day he 
drew $200 out. of bank with which to pay his 
rent. The money was placed in the cash 
drawer to await during the day the coming of 
the rent collector, but when dark came the col- 
lector had failed to come and the money was 
still in the drawer. That night when Mr. 
Lagomarsino closed up he gave the money no 
particular thought, leaving it in the drawer. 


The next morning when the store was open- 
ed by Mr. Lagomarsino he noticed the back 
door standing open. This was fan unusual 
thing and, with a view to investigat- 
ing, he walked to the door. Before 
reaching it he discovered that a hole had been 
broken through one of the large glass, and that 
the catch which secured the door had been 
broken also, .The discoveries suggested a 
robbery and a hurried investigation was begun. 
Of course the cash drawer was the first place 
visited. The drawer was found out and the 
lock broken. The money—nearly all in large 
bills—was gone. A careful examination of 
the place failed to disclose any other loss. _ 

Mr. Lagomarsino, immediately after making 
the discovery, called at police headquarters 
and made his loss known. Acting Chief Couch 
detailed detectives to loo into the 
matter. The detectives visited the store and 
made a careful examination. The rear door 
of the store opens on a narrow alley in the rear 
of the building, and is about six or seven feet 
from the ground. In some way the thief 
climbed to the door and then breaking outa - 
window, reached through the opening and 
broke the latch. The door was of course easy 
opened and standing within two feet of a 
Whitehall. sidewalk, the thief forced the 
money drawer and secured the money. 

The detectives are confident thatthe theft 
was committed by some one who knew that 
the money wasin the drawer and have a clue 
which they are pursuing assiduously.

GEORGIA’S SOLONS. 
Preparations For the Session of 
the State Legislature. ; 


TALKS WITH PROMINENT MEMBERS. 


The Session Likely to be a Long One—Im- 
portant Matters to be Considered — 
Yesterday's Arrivals. 


ooo 


The adjourned session of the general assem- 
bly will open at 10a. m., today. The members 


are nearly all here and by the hour of opening 


there will be few vacant seats. 
UNFINISHED BUSINESS. 

When the general assembly adjourned 
there were pending before the senate 
thirty-one bills, one resolution, one report, two 
messages from the governor and a memorial— 
senate matter—and seven house bills and one 
house resolution. ‘The character of this mat- 
ter may be thus described: Prohibiting the 
acceptance of free passes by public officers; 
incorporating the Florida, Chicamauga and 
Northern railroad; ek the Stone 
Mountain judicial circuit; amending article 4, 
section 12 of the constitution; amending the 
code relative to the wrongful sale of mortgaged 
personalty ; providing for recording mortgages ; 
allowing parties charged with crime to testify 
in their own behalf; amending the code in re- 
lation to the pay of state’s witnesses; 
creating the office of prison inspector 
for the state; ——— the salary of 
judges of the supreme and superior courts; al- 
owing amendments to be made to schedules 
of assets and creditors required to be made 
parties to-voluntary assignment; providing for 
— from one jury to another in superior 
and city courts; amending the.act relative to 
life insuranee on the assessment plan; carry- 
ing into effect the amendment to article7, 
paragraph 2 of the constitution; numerous 
mnendments to the code and charters of vari- 
ous corporations. 

In the house there were 287 bills on the un- 
finished calendar. Among the most impor- 
tant of this mass of bills we note the following: 

To make uniform the rules of law and 
oy in this state. 

-roviding for the arbitration of labor dis- 
putes. 

Providing for pleading or proving a failure 
of consideration on promissory notes given for 
commercia! fertilizers. 

Requiring railroad companies to return 
their property in the counties through which 
they run. 

Repealing the law for inspecting fertilizers. 

Protecting the cemeteries of the state. 

Regulating the rate of interest. 

Providing for an experiment station. 

Establishing a bureau of labor and industrial 
Statistics. 

Regulating the years at which minors may 
be einployed in factories. 

Amending the constitution regarding the 
selection of grand and petit jurors. 

Preyenting the sale of opium to parties hab- 
itually using it. 

Establishing two agricultural farms and an 
experimental station. 

Regulating the employment of labor. 

Creating a reformatory prison. 

Creating a board of equalization in each 
county. : 

Amending the constitution soas to allow 
counties to aid internal improvements. 

Providing for a board of bank examiners. 

Carrying into effect section 14, article 7 of 
the constitution, by providing a sinking fund. 

Prohibiting the traftic in futures. 

[ }Establishing a permanent penitentiary and 
supply farm. 

Carrying into effect paragraph 3, section 1, 
article 7 of the constitution in relation to 
mained confederate soldiers. 

Authorizing the gommitment of juvenile 
offenders to houses of refuge. 

Making void all agreements to pay ten per 
cent atiorney’s fees. 

Taxing wine rooms $10,000. 

The remainder is of a mixed character. 

SOME OPINIONS. 

A representative of THE CONSTITUTION, in 
&@ turn among the legislators, secured the opin- : 
ions ofsome of the leading members as to the 
probable length of the session and the busi- 
ness likely to attract the most earnest atten- 
tion of that body. 

Senator R. J. Powell, of the 22d, is stopping 
at the Markham. He was interrogated as to 
the length of the session and responded readily: 
“IT favor ! 

A SHORT SESSION, 
but fear that it may be prolonged. There are 
many questions of general interest before 
the legislature likely to require 
time to discuss and mature them. 
There is the bill to extend the annuit 
to maimed confederate soldiers to all confed- 
erate soldiers. This willbe a delicate ques- 
tion, and is @ very important matter. Then 
there is-the sinking fund bill, and I believe 
that the majority of the members of the legis- 
lature differ with me onthis bill. It is consti- 
tutional, but Lam opposed to taxing the peo- 
ple this way. Weare buildingthe new capi- 
tol, and have started a school of 
technology. These must go through 
to completion. Then we need a new and sep- 
arate asylum for taking care of the idiotic 
and imbecile and weak-minded who might be 
taught to do something, as well as an inebriate 
asylum. The committee to report an improved 
tax law is a very important one, and their re- 
port will be likely to produce discussion. The 
convict lease matter will consume some time, 
and the outlook is favorable for a long session, 
but I favor a short one.”’ 
GEORGIA’S MODEL LEGISLATOR. 

Hon. H. A. Smith, senator from the 6th 
district, replied to the interrogation of Tue 
CONSTITUTION reporter, with his cheering 
smile andsilvery voice: ‘‘If it is not a short 
session it will not be my fault. I have never 
made a speech or introduced a bill in the Geor- 
gia legisiature. WhenI was nominated the 
only pledge I made my people was 
that I should draw my .per diem from 
the state treasury promptly and regularly, and 
I have faithfully kept that pledge.’”’ 

Hon. J. §. James, senator from the 36th 
district, thinks that a long session is inevitable. 
The convict lease, the disposition of the State 
road, the sinking fund and tax laws, and other’ 
matters of general importance will require 
time for consideration. 

TILK. THE IDES OF SEPTEMBER. 

Hion. Ff’. B. Sermans, senator from the fifth 
district. could not venture an opinion as to the 
length of the session, but judging from the 
general business left in an unfinished condi- 
tion, he would not be surprised that the session 
extended to September or later, 

Hon. J. P. Lamar, one of Richmond’s ster- 
ling representatives in the lower house, was of 
the opinion that the session might be a long 
one. 

Hon. Lewis Arnheim, the faithful repre- 
sentative from the county of Dougherty, re- 
plied that he could only judge the future by 
the past, and judging by that standard he 
would infer that the session would be a long 
one.* Mr. Arnhetm “is quite thin from an at- 
tack of. malarial fever contracted while fishing 
in a swamp ontside of Dongherty county 
and the congressional district, and a stay of 
several months hefe will be conducive to his 
health. 

Hon. T. J. Chappell, of Muscogee, 
hand, ready for effective work. He’ thinks 
the session’ will consume some time. The 
convict lease matter and a thorough oyerhaul- 
ing of the public schoel system of Georgia will 
perhaps be the most important measures for 
consideration. 

UNTIL OCTOPER. 

Hon. W. Hl, Felton, of Bartow, is quartered 
at the Talmadge. He expresses the opinion 
that the session will last until October. Near- 
ly all the bills of general interest were post-~ 
poned until this session, and many matters 
referred to special committees will be up for 
consideration. < long session is probable. 

PRINGLE’S PROBABILITIES. 

Senator ©. BR. Pringle, of the 20th, informed 
THe ConstTity tion. man that the probabilities 
were that the session would not be as long as 
that two years ago by veason of the change 
in the introduction of local bills. There were 
matters of gencral interest, however, that 
would keep it in session for at least six or 
cight weeks. 

VIEWS OF PRESIDENT DAVIDSON. 

Hon, John 58. Davidson, president of the 
senate, said it was difficult for him to forecast 
the length of the session, Of course there 
would be a flood of local bills introduced at 
this session, which, added to the unfinished 
bussiness of last session, would necessarily pro- 
tract the session, The convict lease matter,the

In regard to the sinking fund, he 
favored applying the money to the debts and 
not c a coterie of moneyed monopolists. 

As to the bre re of the Western and 
Atlantic rail , he favored the appointment 
of the state house officers as a board to investi- 

te and report to the governor sixty days be- 

ore the next general election, so that the mat- 
pred a a be submitted to the people of the 
state. “

Before adjournment, Messrs. Huff, Harri- 
son of Quittman, Ham, Terrell, and Scofield 
were appointed to repert on the convict sys- 
tem. e committee have not formulated any 
report, but the general committee will report 
almost unanimously in favor ef the bill intro- 
duced by Hon. W. M. Bray to require judges 
of superior courts to sentence all prisoners 
convicted of felonies to the county 


ohaingang. 

Messrs. Harrell of Webster, McCord and 
Arnheim were appointed a sub-committee on 
amending the tax laws, but have not agreed on 
a report. 

Messrs. Franklin of ‘Thomas, Calvin, Russell 
of Clark, Russell of Polk, Brown of Cherokee, 
Howell and Atkinson were appointed 4a 
sub-committee to investigate savings 
banks, but their report is not 
yet formulated. ‘The committee on revision of 
the judicial circuits, consisting of Felton of 
Bibb, Tate, Weil, Foute, umphreys of 
Brooks, Watt, Russell of Clark, Berner, La- 
mar, DuBose, Arnheim, Stevens, Gamble and 
Preston, will perhaps agree on a report within 
a week.
